I've seen enough not to trust even 
some of the interviews of some of these theorizing characters so I do not ordinarily take 
any of the now more limited :time for their stuff. If someone with a real knowledge tells 
me that Turner really di^coim: up witli something both new and tru^ul, then I'll look at it. 

Must people, like'^rf.ci-o want to kno^; more. ’?his is what gets exploited, the yearning 
of the ptjople to know and understand. Almost all the books will mislead and misinform, alas.
